On the xnemurable occasion
when ho met with the disciples to ob-
serve the feast of the passover, he gave
them this commandment.

Ancient Cuntom,
For hundreds of years this occasion

was observed as Maundy Thursday,
especially "by the kings and rulers of
the people. The ceremonies consisted
of giving clothing and food to the
needy and in other acts of charity. In
later times the observance was discon-
tinued, as the. celebration of the com-
munion in commemoration of the last
supper has taken its place.
